COMMENT CONTINUED THAT MILITARY DEPT "DEEP THINKERS"

PERIOD OF EXCESSES IN US FOREIGN AFFAIRS THAT CARTER 
IS OBLIGED TO CORRECT TO REMAIN CREDIBLE BEFORE 
US CONGRESS AND PUBLIC. HOWEVER, IT IS TRUE THAT 
"INTERIECTION OF MORALITY IN US FOREIGN POLICY

DISCRETION. THEREFORE, PAPER SAID, IT MAKES 
LITTLE SENSE FOR MILITARY DEPT GENERAL STAFF TO 
EXPOSE ITSELF ON THIS DIFFICULT ISSUE, ESPECIALLY 
AFTER RECENT CITATION OF SWISS MILITARY DEPT FOR ITS 
TREATMENT OF CONSCIENTIOUS OBIECTORS. 

4. EMBASSY COMMMENT : EMBASSY UNDERSTANDS THAT PUBLISHED 
EXCERPTS CAME FROM ADMINISTRATIVELY CONTROLLED INTERNAL 
MILITARY DEPT MEMO WHICH WAS ONLY INTENDED FOR RELATIVELY 
FEW SENIOR OFFICERS OF GENERAL STAFF. ALTHOUGH A STAFF 
STUDY, WE HAVE NO INFO THAT IT HAS OFFICIAL 

STANDING, I.E., APPROVAL OF FEDERAL COUNCIL OR EVEN 
FEDERAL COUNCILOR (DEFENSE MINISTER) GNAEGI. IN FACT, 

WE HAVE INFORMAL INDICATIONS FEDERAL POLITICAL DEPT 

(FDP) NOT ALTOGETHER IN SYMPATHY WITH MEMOS 

THRUST OR ITS RATIONALE. FDP RESERVATIONS 

ABOUT OUR HUMAN RIGHTS POLICY - TO THE EXTENT 

CONCERS HAVE BEEN EXPRESSED - CENTER 

MORE ON ITS POSSIBLE IMPACT ON DETENTE AND SITUATION 

OF EASTERN EUROPEAN DISSIDENTS THAN ON OUR ANTI- 
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COMMUNIST ALLIES WHOSE RIGHTS RECORD IS BAD.
